ALIEN PROFESSOR RESIGNS 


Texas University to Employ No En- 
emy Citizen at Institution. 
AUSTIN, Tex. April 20.—Dr. R. E. 
Vinson, president of the University of 
Texas, today announced that no alien 
or other enemy of the United States 
would be employed by that institution. 
He had just received the resignation of 
Dr. E. G. Boese, a citizen of Germany. 
who held & position in the geological 
department. Dr. Boese is a German 
reservist and obtained a leave of ab- 
sence from the University and went to 
Mexico a few months ago ostensibly to 
investigate ofl holdings. He -is still 

in that country.

ENEMY ALIENS GAN ENTER U, S, 


Will Be Admitted Readily if Their

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Rutee}" 
for the admission of enemy aliens 
during the war, announced today, re- 
quire that their applications be 
passed upcen by both the immigration 
service and the Department of Jus- 
tice.

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HOUSTON WANTS 
DEFENSE COUNCIL 
TO FIX FOOD PRICES 


Secretary Recommends to Sen- 
ate That Power Be Conferred 
to Meet Emergency.. 


FOOD GONTROL. PLANS: 


Wide Authority Sought to Direct 
Production, Economics 
and Distribution. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—Secretary 
Houston today recommended to the Sen- 
ate that the Council of National Defense 
be empowered to fix minimum and max- 


imum food prices. 
To meet the food situation Houston 


told the Senate the Department of Agri- 
culture needs the following authority 
and power: 

“To make a complete survey of the 
food supply of the naf.on, with a view 
to obtaining full information as to its 
location, ownership and where it is 
needed, and complete knowledge as to 
the instrumentalities and agencies that 
own, control, manufacture and distrib- 
ute food products. 

“After investigation and in co-opera- 
tion with the trade interests involved 
to establish minimum ygrades and classes 
of farm) products, including seeds and 
standards for receptacles for such 
products, together with authority to af- 
fect a suitable degree of supervision of 
their application through such inspec- 
tion services as may be necsssary. 

To Supervise Food Plants. 

“To license and’‘supervise the opera- 
tion of all plants, mills, packing houses, 
canneries, slaughter houses, breweries, 
distilleries, storage houses or other es- 
tablishments or factories in which food 
or feeds, agricultural implements and 
machinery and materials therefor, fer- 
tilizers, insecticides, fungicides, serums, 
toxins, viruses and any other articles 
required for agricultural purposes are

‘prepared, manufactured or kept, for sale 


or for distribution. This power should 
include authority to make rules and reg- 
ula‘ as governing the use and opera- 
tion of such enterprises. incloding the 

overend of.them.when- 
ever such course may be nécessary in 
the public interest. 

‘To require the preference movement 
by the common carriers of the United 
States of seeds, fertilizers, insecticides, 
fungicides and farm implements or ma- 
chinery, or the materials required in 
their manufacture. 

Will Spread Market News. 

‘To enlarge the existing telegraphic 
market news service of the department, 
which now covers livestock and meats 
and certain foods, vegetables and other 
perishables, in order to assist, by ootain- 
ing comprehensive information from ali 
shipping areas, in the distribution of 
products according to the proportionate 
requirements of the consuming centers. 
Enlargement of this service also would 
tend to prevent undue shortage in any 
consuming center and provide against 
waste due to temporary oversupply of 
perishables in particulars communities. 
The service would further assist in ob- 
taining direct routings and thereby re- 
lieve congestion of transportation lines. 
It also would aid farmers by fyrnishing 
information which would put them on an 
equality with buyers and enable them 
to consign unsold products to points 
where there is the greatest need for 
them. 

“For Price Fixing. 

“In case of extreme emergency, the 
Government should have power to pur- 
chase, store and subsequently dispose 
of food products to groups of people or 
communities organized in some form, 
and to fix maximum or minimum prices. 
Perhaps the exercise of this power 
should be lodged in the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, to be used only when 
directed by the President. It is possible 
that the mere existence of the power 
would make action unnecessary. The 
Government should have full discretion 
in the matter. It might be wise to fix a 
minimum price to producers for only 
one important commodity, just as it 
might be wise to fix a maximum price 
which consumers might be expected to 
pay for only one or several products. 

“It is estimated that approximately 
$25,000,000 will be required to carry out 
the plans outlined herein. In order that 
prompt steps may be taken to put them 
into effect it is urged that immediate 
action be taken to give the @epartment 
the requisite authority and to make 
available the necessary funds.”’ 

Production Plans. 
Secretary Houston informed the Sen- 


‘ate that the department had arranged 


to keep. in touch with local agencies and 
the great agricultural organizations in 
the course of its work, which for the 
purpose of stimulating production and 
encouraging conservation would take 
form along these lines: 

Enlargement of the co-Operative dem- 
onstration forces of the Governinent and 
the states; enlargement of the force of 
experts in home economics. 

“Some of the greatest preventable 
wastes are in the home,” wrote the 
Secretary. 

Prompt enlargement of the forces to 
aid farmers in combatting destructive 
pests, which is expected to save many 
tons of food now lost. 

Safeguarding of saceds for the 
planting. 

Enlargement of the forces ‘to encourage 
preservation of perishable products or 
the farms by canning and preserving. 

“It. ia estimated that the flour supply,”

CONGRESSMEN FOR 
CONSCRIPTION BILL 


Post-Dispatch ~Begins Printing 
Coupon to Be Signed and 
Forwarded to Washington. 


HOUSE DEBATE MONDAY, 


Impression Prevails That Ma- 
jority of Missouri Representa- 
tives Favor Volunteer Plan. 


The Post-Dispatch today begins the 
publication of a coupon, with space for 
10 signatures, which contains a petition 
to Missouri Congressmen to support 


President Wilson's selective conscription 
bill. 


While Missouri Congressmen have pre- 
sented no definite lineup on this bill, the 
impression prevails in Washington that 
two-thirds of the members will favor 
the volunteer system, which has proved 
inadequate to the country’s needs. - 

The conscription bill, which provides 
for creating an army by selective draft 
is an administration measure, prepared 
by the general staff of the army, which 
has made a thorough study of all ques- 
tions pertaining to the TYaising of an 
army. The bill provides the most mod- 
ern and effective method of bringing 
men into military service. 


Experiences of England. 

The purpose of the administration in 
offering a conscription bill was to avoid 
the disastrous mistakes of England. Al- 
though the European war was declared 
nearly three years, ago, England, rely- 
ing upon the volunteer system, is ready 
only at this late date with an effective 
army. Had England resorted to con- 
scription when the war broke out, peace 
might have been declared long ago. 
France, Belgium and the other allies of 
England, had to bear the burden of the 
iand warfare while Tngland was blun- 


England's delay cost the lives of thou- 
sands of her own patriotic volunteers, as 
well as hundreds of thousands of lives 
of allied soldiers. 


In order to avoid the mistakes of 
the past, and to bring the war to a 
speedy termination, Congre 
urged by the administration to ena 
the administration’s conscription bill 
without delay... Former Ambassador 
Gerard, in a speech in New York last 
night, declared that the passage of 
the conscription bill, would be the 
heaviest blow that now could be de- 
livered against Germany. ‘ 

As a patriotic duty Missoutriahs are 
urged to clip the coupon from the 
Post-Dispatch, get 10 signers and for- 
ward it immediately to members of Con- 
gress from their respective districts. The 
conscription bill in all probability will 
be passed by the Senate, and the debate 
on it scheduled to begin in the House 
of Representatives next Monday. It is 
heard that the foes of conscription will 
concentrate their efforts. If those 
who favor conscription as the demo- 
cratic and efficient method of rais- 
ing the army needed in the present 
crisis will act quickly they can place 
their petitions in the hands of Mis- 
souri’s representatives by the time 
this question comes up for debate. 


Borland for Conscription. 

Four members of the Missouri dele- 
gation in the House voted against the 
war resolution. Only one member, 
Congressman Borland of Kansas City, 
is openly and actively supporting the 
conscription bill, the others being 
noncommittal. The Congressmen 
who,voted against war, but promised 
to give their support to war measures 
when war should be declabed, were 
Igoe of St. Louis, Shackelford of Jef- 
ferson City, Hensley of Farmington 
and Decker of Joplin. Press dis- 
patches from Washington indicate 
that Congressmen Shakelford, Igoe, 
Decker, and also Dyer of St. Louis 
will favor the conscription bill, and 
that the principal opposition w111 
come from those members who voted 
for the war resolution. 

Prompt action in forwarding peti- 
tions to Missour! Congressmen to sup- 
port the President's bill may prevent 
the United States from falling into 
the cisastrous experiences of England 
in the war.

He Points Out in Letter Universal Obligation to 
Serve, but Says Public Authority Should De- 
termine How Men Shall Be Employed. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—The de- 
termination of the administration to 
insist on enactment of the general 
staff army bill providing for select- 
ive conscription, was indicated today 
by a letter of President Wilson to 
Representative Helvering of Kansas. 

“The idea of the selective draft,” 
wrote the president, “is that those 
should be chosen for service in the 
army. who can‘be most readily spared 
from the prosecution of the other ac- 
tivities which the country must en- 
gage in and to which if must devote 
a good déal of its best energy and 
capacity. The volunteer system does 
not do: this. When men choose them- 
selves they some times choose with-

sibilities.”

The statement follows: 

“South of St. Quentin the enemy's ar- 
tillery kept up a heavy fire to which 
our batteries replied vigorously. Dur- 
ing the night patrol encounters occurred 
rorth of Urvillers. In the region ‘of 
Laffaux we made appreciable progress 
and took 50 prisoners. We repulsed sev- 
eral counter attacks by the Germans in 
this sector. : 

“On the Vauclerie Plateau and south- 
west of Courcy we carricd. several 
trenches with grenades. East of Loivre 
a well conducted operation enabled us to 
gain ground and take 260 prisoners. 

“In the Champagne the night was 
marked by violent reactions of the en- 
emy. Very strong counter attacks, pre- 
ceded by bombardments were launched 
by the Germans in the region of Moron- 
villiers. Our curtain: of fire and our 
machine guns completely negatived these 
efforts, which cost the enemy very , 
heavy losses. A score of prisoners re- | 
mained in our hands. Everywhere else 
the night passed in quiet. 

“On April 16, 10 German airplanes and 
two captive balloons were brought down 
by our pilots in aerial engagements.”

PHILADELPHIA, April B®. — The 
United States will be forced by circum- 
stances out of its supposed isolation and 
must take an active part with the great 
Powers of Europe in establishing the 
world’s destiny, asserted Frederic R. 
Coudert of New York in an address on 
“Freedo mof the Seas,’’ delivered today 
before the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Polftical and Soctal 
Science.

burglars. No question of belligerent 
rights will then arise. 

“This day may not be so far distant 
as we may think, for the world war has 
largely changed the mental outlook of 
vast masses of opinion. America will 
doubtless wish to take part in some 
great movement which will eliminate the 
old differences and dangers to the peace- 
ful neutral, ‘ 

“Some arrangement with the democ.- 
racies of France, Great Britain and per- 
haps Russia for the settlement of the 
innumerable international disputes grow- 
ing out of trade rivalries and undevel- 
oped territory must be made. This is the 


work of the immediate future.’’ 


No American Can Be Neutral. 

Chandler P. Anderson of New York 
spoke on the same subject. 

“The usages and customs of war,” he 
said, ‘‘seem to have been based for the 
most part on the theory that war is a 
game that must be played according to 
rules. Most of these rules have béen 
wiped out by the vastness of the scale 
on which a war involving more than half 
the world must be conducted and by the 
destructiveness and frightfulness of the 
methods introduced. The only restrain- 
ing influence is force against force. 

“No rights can be admitted and no 
practices can be tolerated which are in- 
consistent with the principles of hu- 
manity and civilization upon which all 
international law is founded. 

“The choice is between the preserva- 
tion and the degradation of American 
Standards and on that question, just as 
in this war no American can remain 
neutral.**

DEPENDENTS EXPLAINED 


iNet Intended to Require Dis- 
charge of Married Mén Who 
Can Support Families. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—Discharges 
from the National Guard will not be 
granted to enlisted men solely becaus¢ 
they are married, according .to instruc- 
tions sent out to Adjutants General by 
the Militia Bureau. Where a soldier 
has independent means which will pre- 
vent his family from becoming a charge 
on the Government he will not be mus- 
tered out. 

The War Department has been flooded 
since the original order was issued with 
inquiries and protests from both officers 
and men of the National Guard, many of 
whom have been discharged agains‘ 
their wishes because they were mar- 
ried men. A supplementary statement 
of policy was necessary, as in numerous 
cases National Guard regiments are be- 
ing reduced to mere skeleton organiza- 
tions by the rigid application of the de- 
pendent-family rule. 

The War Department is resolved, how- 
ever, to relieve the Government of the 
necessity of taking care of the families 
of men who join the colors. More than 
$4,000,000 was disbursed in this way as a 
result of the Mexican border mobiliza- 
tion. 

The bureau's letter follows: 

“With reference to circular letter from 
this bureau dated April 9, 1917, author- 
izing the discharge of all enlisted men 
of the National Guard who have fam- 
ilies dependent upon them for support, 
the members of which would become a 
charge upon. the Government in case 
they were called into Federal service, 
you are advised that the discharge of 
men solely because of the fact that they 
ere married or have families is not 
authorized. 

“When a man’s means are ample for 
the support of his family in his absence 
er where his business can be so con- 
ducted in his absence as to afford a 
means of support for his family, dis- 
charge should not be granted. 

“The object of discharging men ars 
provided in the circular letter of April 


ing a hardship upon dependent members 
of their families and to obviate the ne- 
cessity of the payment of benefits to 
such members while the soldier is in 
Federal service.’’

As “Tom Brown” he became famous 
all over the country for serving a vol- 
untary term in .iné ..ew York State 
Prison at Auburn. He has been War- 
dén of Sing Sing prison. and chairman 
of the New York State Prison Commis- 
sion. 

Speaking this morning to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, Osborne declared that 
every man convicted of a crime should 
receive an. indeterminate sentence, and 
that the length of the term should not 
be decided by judge or jury, but de- 
cided at the prison itself. 

“The great trouble about prison mat- 
ters,’ he said, “is that they have been 
theorized about for more than 100 years, 
without getting us anywhere. It is 
time to adopt the modern scientific 
method of first finding out the facts 
and then building up our theories from 
the facts. 

“One of the most significant facts is 
that more than two-thirds of the men 
in Auburn prison, for instance, have 
been there before. This indicates that 
our prisons are not protecting society, 


protected merely by shutting a Man 
up and then, after a few years, letting 
him out again. Many are released wh» 
are least fitted to come out, and others 
are kept-in too long. There are some 
men who should never be released. 

‘T would have an indeterminate sen- 
tence imposed on every person who com- 
}mits a crime, and not iet him out unti. 
he gives evidence that he. will behave 
himself. And I should have the system 
sO arranged inside the prison that he 
will have an opportunity to show 
whether he can behave himself, to show 
whether he is convalescent or not. We 
Should consider it foolish if the hos- 
pitals discharged their patients whether 
or not they were in the middie of a 
Bmallpox attack. We should establish 
our social quarantine on a more ‘scien- 
tific basis. 

“When I was chairman of the Com- 
i'miission of Prison. Reform, it was de- 
cided that the first thing to do was 
to learn a little more about the ma- 
terial we were dealing with, ‘to get 
acquainted with the prisoners. That 
is why T went to prison. You can’t 
tell what a man is like when he is on 
trial, attemptnig to escape, and in- 
formation about a criminal from the 
prosecuting authorities is not reliable 
because they are trying te soak -him, 

“The best prison is the one that sends 
the largest number of men out into 
the world as safe and honest citizens. 
Three years afo the Mutual Welfare 
League was instituted at the Auburn 
prison. Its purpose fundamentally was 
to prepare criminala to go out into. the 
world as upright, useful citizens. bv 
the simple process uf exercising them 
in prison in those qualities which are 
necessary for success outside. The pris- 
oner is going to be free when he gets 
out and decide questions every day for 
himself; so he is given the same oppor- 
tunity while still_in prison.’’ 

At Auburn, according to Osborne, the 
entire responsibility for the mainte- 
nance is placed on a séargeant-at-arms 
himself a prisoner, selected by the other 
prisoners.

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barrels a year through the milling of 
wheat so a8 to make $81 per cent of the 
kernel into flour instead of 73 per cent 
as at present. The yroblem, however, 
has many sides and various important 
issues are involved. How far the in- 
creased’ milling should be pressed and 
how rapidly are important questions to be 
considered. Such action as the results 


of further inquiry may determine should 
be promptly taken. Some of the Wuro- 
pean nations have obtained a consider- 
‘able addition to tle food supply either 
by reducing the production of malt 
liquors or by reducing or prohibiting the 
production of distilled liquors. ‘It has 
been roughly estimated that the vaiue 
of food materials entering into the man- 
ufacture of alcoholic bevegages in this 
country in one year, oon the oasis of 
prices lower than those now prevailing, 
ie approximately $145,000,000. . 

Must Increase Efficiency. 

‘The increase of food production this 
year must come about largely through 
increased efficency on the farms and 
ranges already in operatioon. This is 
not.a time for experiment in new areas 
and with new .or untried crops and 
processes. Cencentration of effort 
should be made in areas already devel- 
oped and on enterprises already under 
way. The problem is not that of get- 
ting land to cultivate. The difficulty 
confronting the farmer is rather that of 
securing an ample supply of iabor., In 
fact, one of the principal limiting factors 
in food production this year may be a 
restricted labor supply.

“T am not yet prepared to submit a 
definite or satisfactory suggestion, but 
the problem is receiving the earnest 
consideration not only of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the department 
of labor, but also of state and local 
agencies throughout the country.

STRIKES REPORTED 
IN MANY GERMAN 
MUNITIONS PLANTS 


Amsierdam Paper Says Krupp 
Factories Are Involved in 
Disturbances. 


AMSTERDAM, April 20, via London.— 


Strikes have broken out in various mu- 
nitions factories in Germany, including 
the Krupps, the Telegraaf says it has 
learned from German sources. 

The Berlin Vorwaerts, a copy of which 

has been received here, says the male 
and female workers of the Deutscn 
Waffen and Munitions Fabriken of Ber- 
lin decided Wednescay, after three 
hours of debate, not to resume work, 
but to send a deputation to Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the Imperial Chan- 
cellor. The result of the interview of 
the Chancellor was to be communicated 
to a meeting of the workers. 
The Cologne Gazette reports various 
strikes in Leipzig. It also says that a 
large meeting was held at Stotteritz, 
Saxony, for a discussion of the scarcity 
of food, and that after the meeting the 
participants marched in procession 
through the town. The newspaper does 
not state whether munition workers 
took part in the demonstration or wheth- 
or work was resumed. 


5000 Take Part in Food Demonstra- 
tion at Kalmar, Sweden, 
COPENHAGEN, via London. April 
2.—The Dagena Nyheter descrites a 
great food demonstration at Kalmar, 
Sweden. Al! the factories stopped work 
at roon Wednesday and 5,000 workmer. 
gathered in the market place and ajp- 
pointed a delegation to demand au in- 
creased food ration from the food ¢i.m- 
mission.

Shortage of Food Causes Strike in

ers in all the shops in the town of 
Vestervik, which has a population of 
some 8000. The strikers later held a 
meeting anc appointed a committee 
which adopted resolutions asking the 
town authorities to insure greater cquan- 
tities of. cheaper foods and demanding 
that the state government ‘reach an 
agreement with the powers that regu- 
late deliveries of food to Sweden, so 
that impvurts shall be increased.’’ The 
strikers then returned to work.

“WAKE UP AMERICA DAY” 
CELEBRATED IN NEW YORK 


Meetings and Stirrring Appeals Not 
Ended Until Far Into Night; 
50,000 in Parade. 
NEW YORK, April 20.—Not until! 
early today did New York cease cel- 
ebrating “Wake Up, America Day,” 
commemorative of the first battle of 
the Revolution, just 142 years ago, 
and designed to stimulate recruiting 
for the army and navy. 
Beginning early yesterday, and con- 
tinuing far into the night, a succes- 
sion of prominent speakers at Car- 
negia Hall made stirring appeals to 
audiences that came and went to 
take some part in the country’s prep- 
aretions for war.

It was explained officially, however, 
that this is merely a_ precautionary 
measure to prevent the destruction 
of the vessels, which have already been 
damaged and as soon as the ships are 
concentrated at a place designated by 
the Government the guard will be with- 
drawn.

PROSECUTOR MUST GIVE BACK 
$1550 TAKEN IN GAMBLING RAID 


Illinois Supreme Court Decides 
Against Charlies Webb, Who Con- 
tended Money Should Be Con- 
fiscated. 

In a decision handed down by the 
Illinois Supreme Court yesterday, 
Charles Webb, former State's Attorney 
of St. Clair. County, is ordered to sur- 
render to Tom Kearney and Henry 
(‘Kid"’) Becker, $1550 which was seized 
in a raid 6n a gambling game conducted 
by them in March, 1913, at an East St. 
Louis saloon. The money hag since 

then been held in bank by Webb. 

About a year after the raid, Kearney 
and Becker, having pleaded guilty to 
operating a gambling game and paid 
fines, filed suit in the Circuit Court at} 
Belleville to recover the money confis- 
cated. Webb contended that the money, 
having been illegally employed, should 
be turned over to the -ounty Treasury 
for the school fund. He lost the case 
in the Circuit Court, won it in the Ap- 
pellate Court, and lost it finally in the 
Supreme Court. 

At the same time as this raid, Webb 
also’ made one on a game operated in 
Brooklyn by Ferd Warner, former mem.- 
ber of the St. Louls House of Dele- 
gates, and seized about $30, which 
Webb still holds. Warner brought suit 
in the Circuit Court to recover the 
money, but it never has been tried. At 
the same period \ebb confiscated about 
$500 in a raid on a gambling game at 
Cicardi’s saloon, known as the “Stag.” 
No proceedings to reclaim this sum 
has ever been undertaken.

CANNED GOODS DUE 
TO VARIOUS CAUSES 


Wholesalers Blame Short Crops, 
Scarcity of Containers and 
Abnormal Buying. 


PRICES ADVANCE RAPIDLY 


Readjustment in Food Use and 
Early Vegetables Expected 
to Relieve Situation. 


Canned goods are scarce in St. Louiz 
and the rest of the country. The 
scarcity is due to a simultaneous siort- 
age of cans and goods. Goods are 


scarce because of crop shortage last 
year and increased exports due to the 
Containers, tin and glass, are 
scarce for the same reasons. 

Prices are advancing so rapidly that 
on numerous articles manufacturers are 
accepting orders subject to prices or 
the day of shipment. Wholesalers and 
jobbers are finding it nécessary to make 
the same rule to retailers. 

City salesmen who visit the reiailers 
are not permitted to quote prices on 
goods, the supply of which is low or 
exhausted. Orders are taken with the 
understanding that they will be Alle! 
or partly filled as soon as possibis at 
the price prevailing at the time of 
delivery. 

Orders Accepted, Not Sought. 

The unprecedented situation is giving 
retailers a new sensation. Usually they 
are besieged by city salesmen who 
shave prices to infinitesimal fractions 
to get business. Now the salesmen 
come around without price lists on 
staples that are scarce. Orders are ac- 
cepted, instead of being sought. Re- 
tailers are told that delivery is not 
assured, in whole or.in part, and that 
when any part of the order is delivered 
the retailer will hive to pay prices doe- 
termined by the prices then orsvailing 
on sales from the manufacturér to the

One of the leading wholesalers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
bis house was virtually. out of baked 
beans, asparagus, kidney beans, beets, 
kraut, spinach, pumpkin ane tomatoes. 
All the tomatoes in stock, he said, were 
a few cases of the fancier grades. 

Tomatoes sell normally at 90 cents a 
dozen, wholesale. The present price is 
$2.35 a dozen. 

Corn sells normally at 85 cents a doz- 
en. The present price is $1.75 a dozen. 

Peas sell normally at 90 cents a doz- 
en. The present price is $1.45 a dozen. 


Crop Shortage Exhausted Reserves. 
These abnormal prices, according to 


wholesalers, reflect primarily the crop 
damage last year from drouth and freez- 
ing and, secondarily, the heavy pur- 
chases by the European nations at war. 
If there had been full crops in this coun- 
try last year, they say, the requirements 
of the Europeans would not have affect- 
ed the situation here very much. But 
there was drouth in Maine, Michigan 
and New York and early snow and freeg- 
ing in California and Colorado. These 
conditions caused a shortage virtually 
nation-wide, affecting all of the prin- 
cipal staples and leaving not one to fall 
back on. 

Adjustment to the changed condition 
end elimination of waste will cure the 
situation, the grocers say. By adjust- 
rnaent, they explain, they mean using 
less of the kinds of food that are scarce 
or dispensing with them altogether, and 
substituting others. Within 60 days there 
will be early vegetables, they say, and 
the situation will be greatly improved. 

Scarcity of Containers. 

‘At present the lack of containers is 
adding to the scarcity of the food 
which comes that way. Shipment of 
three carloads of preserved food, 
ordered by one firm, is delayed be- 
cause glasses cannot be obtained. 
Formerly special brands were placed 
in bottles of special size and shape. 
Manufacturers and wholesalers *’ now 
put the food in anything that they can 
get it in, any size and any shape. 

Glass is scarce, it is explained, from 
three causes. These are scarcity of 
labor, inability to get cars to transport 
raw material to the manufacturer and 
the preserved product to the dis- 
tributors, and the abnormal demand 
for condiments which the housewives 
of the country usually put up but did 
not put up last year because of 
scarcity. 

Tin is sCarce because the machines 
which are needed to roll the iron plate 
used in the making of tin are needed 
for the rolling of steel plate for war 
purposes.

CANNED GOODS DUE 
TOVARIOUS CAUSES 


— 


Wholesalers Blame Short Crops, 
Scarcity of Containers and 
Abnormal Buying. 


PRICES ADVANCE RAPIDLY 
Readjustment in Food Use and 
Early Vegetables Expected 
to Relieve Situation. 


Canned goods are scarce in St. Louiz 
and the rest of the country. The 
searcity is due to a simultaneous saort- 
age of cans and goods. Goods are 


scarce because of crop shortage last 
year and increased exports due to the 
war. Containers, tin and glass, are 
scarce for the same reasons. 

Prices are advancing so rapidly that 
on numerous articles manufacturers are 
accepting orders subject to prices on 
the day of shipment. Wholesalers and 
jobbers are finding it nécessary to make 
the same rule to retailers. 

City salesmen who visit the reiailers 
are not permitted to quote prices on 
goods, the supply of which is low or 
exhausted. Orders are taken with the 
understanding that they will be filled 
or partly filled as soon as possibls at 
the price prevailing at the time of 
delivery. 

Orders Accepted, Not Sought. 

The unprecedented situation is giving 
retailers a new sensation. Usually they 
are besieged by city salesmen wh» 
shave prices to infinites‘mal fractions 
to get business. Now the salesmen 
come around without price lists on 
staples that are scarce. Orders are ac- 
cepted, instead of being sought. Re- 
tailers are told that delivery is not 
assured, in whole or in part, and that 
when any part of the order is delivered 
the retailer will hive to pay prices de- 
termined by the prices then orsvailing 
on sales from the manufacturer to the 


wholesaler. 


Food shortage is aggravated, whole- 
salers say, by panic-stricken household- 
era buying up supplies and storing them.

One of the leading wholesalers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
bis house was virtually. out of baked 
beans, asparagus, kidney beans, beets, 
kraut, spinach, pumpkin ana tomatoes. 
All the tomatoes in stock, he said, were 
a few cases of the fancier grades. 

Tomatoes sell normally at 90 cents a 
dozen, wholesale. The present price ‘is 
$2.35 a dozen. 

Corn sells normally at 8 cents a doz- 
en. The present price is $1.75 a dozen. 

Peas sell normally at 90 cents a doz- 
en. The present price is $1.45 a dozen. 


Crop Shortage Exhausted Reserves. 
These abnormal prices, according to 


wholesalers, reflect primarily the crop 
damage last year from drouth and freez- 
ing and, secondarily, the heavy pur- 
chases by the European nations at war. 
If there had been full crops in this coun- 
try last year, they say, the requirements 
of the Europeans would not have affect- 
ed the situation here very much. But 
there was drouth in Maine, Michigan 
and New York and early snow and freeg- 
ing in California and Colorado. These 
conditions caused a shortage virtually 
nation-wide, affecting all of the prin- 
cipal staples and leaving not one to fall 
back on. 

Adjustment to the changed condition 
end elimination of waste will cure the 
situation, the grocers say. By adjust- 
rnuent, they explain, they mean using 
less of the kinds of food that are scarce 
or dispensing with them altogether, and 
substituting others. Within 60 days there 
will be early vegetables, they say, and 
the situation will be greatly improved. 

Scarcity of Containers. 

At present the lack of containers is 
adding to the scarcity of the food 
which comes that. way. Shipment of 
three carloads of preserved food, 
ordered by one firm, is delayed be- 
cause glasses cannot be obtained. 
Formerly special brands were placed 
in bottles of special size and shape. 
Manufacturers and wholesalers * now 
put the food in anything that they can 
get it in, any size and any shape. 

Glass is scarce, it is explained, from 
three causes. These are scarcity of 
labor, imability to get cars to transport 
raw material to the manufacturer and 
the preserved product to the dis- 
tributors, and the abnormal demand 
for condiments which the housewives 
of the country usually put up but did 
not put up last year because of 
scarcity. 

Tin is scarce because the machines 
which are needed to roll the iron plate 
used in the making of tin are needed 
for the rolling of steel plate for war 
purposes.

The actual value of 
this stock on the market is about $175 
a share, according to Frank B. Coleman, 
attorney for George M. Block, executor 
of Wood's estate. 

Items in the personal estate are: 
Bonds, $347,220; stocks, $1,367,735; notes, 
$119,364.23; due bills, $125; cash, $43,308; in- 
surancé, $30,000; chattels, $1627. Among 
other corporation stocks are $25,000 of 
the Bourland Investment Co., which 
owns the old Westliche Post building 
at Broadway and Market street: $25,000 
Blackstone Investment Co., owner of the 
Times building; $25,000 of German-Amer- 
ican Press Association; $30,000 Jefferson 
Bank; $24,000 Polar Wave Ice and Fue! 
Co., and $20,000 Union Sand and Materia! 
Co. 

In his will Wood left an annuity of 
$2400 to his wife, from whom he was sep- 
arated, and the bulk of the remainder of 
the estate was left in trust of the 8t. 
Louis Union Trust Co. for charitable 
institutions. Mrs.’ Wood: renounded ‘thé 
will and elected to take: her dower in- 
terest of one-halfof the property.

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Machine-Drilled Wheat. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In his appeal ‘to the American nation to do their 
“bit” in winning the war, President Wilson espe- 
cially urges the farmers to raise larger crops. 

An unfavorable winter lies behind us... Wheat 
suffered severely and according to Government 
reports the coming crop is short from 25 per cent 
to 38% per cent. It is fortunate that we are able 
in the middle of April, instead of tn the middle of 
May, to get down to work (not merely to talk) to 
make up this shortage. Here is the remedy. Hoe 
all machine drilled wheat at onée and repeat until 
wheat becomes too tall. Hoe twice at least, bet- 
ter three. This mechanical process will greatly 
stimulate the growth, besides killing all the weeds, 
And further, will increase this year’s crop from 
30 to 60 per cent. Where a head fertilizer (rich in 
nitrogen) is available, use it in additibn. But 
farmers will have to hurry, for wheat is not stand- 
ing still in these spring days. 

Where necessary and proper machinery is not 
at hand and labor scare, close the schools, hand 
every child from eight years upward a rural hoe 
and have the teachers keep school in the wheat 
fields with the hoe réplacing the penoll. It will do 
the ehildren & world of good as the work is light 
and the children in turn will render an immense 
service to their country.

LET WOODROW DO IT. | 
“Let the President run the war,” said Ambassa- 
dor Gerard, in a late address. 
Nobody else can run it ‘under our system. The 
concentration of power for which it provides in 
emergency has always been held one of the strong 
points of our Government, a feature in which it 
has been shown to be superior to that of some 
foreign and more strongly centralized states. 

But Congress seems to be averse to letting the 
President run the war., It seems not to want 
anyone to run it. It has become less of a ques- 
tion of the merits of the draft plan—important to 
our safety as that plan is—than of some definite 
and authorized plan for providing adequate forces 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The state of war was proclaimed by the joint 
action of Congress and the executive, at 1:18 p. m. 
on Good Friday, April 6. Lacking the men to 
make effective that declaration, two weeks after 

ts approval finds us still unagreed as to how 
the men shall be raised. 

War was declared on Servia July 28, 1914; 
against Russia Aug. 1, against France Aug. 3, 
against England on the night of Aug. 4. Luxem- 
burg was invaded Aug. 2 and Belgium Aug. 4. 

With time enough already given for the cap- 
ture of our Liege by an invading force, with our 
bloody battle of Tongres, Tirlemont, Haelen and 
Diest already fought—constructively—with our 
Louvain overrun and cespoiled, our Brussels on 
the eve of being occupied and the heavy test of 
Namur and Maubeuge and Mons about to begin, 
Congress splits hairs. It dawdles over questions 
Which, however pertinent in time of peace, are 
futilé and immaterial with the actual ordeal of 
War upon us. ° 

The promptness with which a free people might 
be expected to respond to the call of danger has 
always been urged as an excuse for our neglect 
of preparedness in peace. A million of men would

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BRIDEGROOMS AND THE DRAFT. 

Tigpse desperate young men who rushed madly 
into matrimony in the belief that thereby they 
might obtain exemption from military service 
have a cruel awakening before them. The War 
Department has ruled officially that exemption 
will not be extended to men otherwise liable who 
have married since the date of the declaration of 
war. 

There will be no outburst of popular sentiment 
in behalf of these poor, misguided shirkers. On 
the contrary, there is likely to be pretty general 
satisfaction that a man poltroon enough to seek 
such a haven will be dragged from behind the pet- 
ticoats where he sought shelter and forced to do 
his duty. 

It will be a little bit rough on ‘the brides, of 
course. It is more than probable that most of 
these unfortunate young women had no tnakling 
of the true motive that caused so many swains to 
cease their inconsequential philandering and get 
down to brass tacks. Nevertheless they will have 
to make no greater sacrifices than countless other 
women will be asked to offer to their country.

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PROBLEMS APTER THE WAR. 

All our wars have brought a vast recompense in 
betterments. It is undeniable, however, that 
their disturbance of economic forces has often 
checked and held in suspense tendencies toward 
specific reform objectives. Even advanced ground 
won with difficulty in prior great reform move- 
ments has been lost, not so much as a direct re- 
sult of war as a consequence of the diversion of 
the people’s attention from their ordinary inter- 
In casting about for new sources of revenue to 
defray the enormous cost of a military estab- 
lishment on & war footing, the possibilities of no 
theory of taxation or subject of taxation is likely 
to remain untested. Proposals already brought: 
forward under the compulsion of necessity. recall, 
even if they do not revive, the issues of 60 years 
of political campaigning.

In spite of Mr. Taft’s ef- 
forte for free hides, the Payne-Aldrich Congress 
fixed the duty at 5 per cent more.

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We are only too familiar with the argument that 
will be made. 

After a record of extortion, arrogance and dis- 
crimination that will always have a place in 
American history, the railroads, brought sternly to 
book, have been feeding out of the people’s hand 
in récent years. Can we expect that the oppor- 
tunity given them under war stress to return to 
many old unsocial policies will be unutilized? 
We know that trusts and combines, after a gloomy 
period of repression under the new fréedom, are 
again trying public patience with a rapacity that 
is none the less burdensome because pursued with 
greater caution than heretofore. 

Perhaps the war will show us new solutions of 
old problems. At any rate we must pursue the 
objects of the war with our full energy, even if 
other objects must be deferred to & more con- 
venient season.

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ALVA AND VON BISSING. 

Doubtless Gen. Mortiz Ferdinand von Bissing 
was not without some estimable personal quali- 
ties. The blackness of his rule in Belgium may 
be relieved here and there with acts of forbear- 
ance and even clemency. He will always be 
known, however, as the willing agent of one of 
the greatest infamies. He is an example of what 
men whose minds are touched with the light of 
the twentieth century may be capable, given Prus- 
sianism and opportunity. 

The corner of Europe where he held sway dur- 
ing many months of horror, the little shelf hung 
suspended over the sea from the main continental 
structure, has had the fate to be cursed by the 
control of two monsters whom thé modérn world 
holds in greatest execration. One was the Take 
of Alva, who boasted that, in addition to those de- 
stroyed in battle, he had handed over 18,000 to 
the executioner while he administered the Nether- 
lands. 

Perhaps Von Bissing could have bttthed him 
in boasting. His executioners, more cruel than 
Alva’s, were starvation and barbarities that de- 
stroy the body by crushing the spirit. 
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The German Crown Prince has been largely re- 
sponsible for three of the greatest debacles in the 
war—the rétreat from the Marne, the Verdun 
fiasco and the present defeat on the Aisne. It is 
interesting to note that the Hohenzollerns are rid- 
ing to the final disaster over a road built by Hob- 
enzollern ineptitude.

Patriotism by Self-Denial

Appeal for Conservation of Food by Wives of President 
and Vice President Finds Quick Response—To Be 
Extravagant These Times Is to Be Unpatriotic — 
Head of Women’s City Club Calls on All Women 
to Cut Down on Luxuries—One Suggestion Is: to 
Close Restaurants and Cabarets at 11 O’Clock at 
Night, for After-Theater Suppers Are a Waste of 
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HE making of point lace in France 
3 flourished like many other arts 
and industries, during the reign of 
King Louis XTV, in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, and that lace, which 
was rich and beautiful, was designed by 
the great artists of the time. 

A piece of exquisite old point de 
France lace has recently been presented 
to the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York, This flounce, as it is called, for 
it is believed to have been intended for 
the adornment of some ecclesiastical 
robe, is 2% inches wide and four yards 
long, and is considered a most perfect 
example of that delicate art. The de- 
sign is thought toe be that of the artist 
Berain, though experts say that it might 
be attributed to Francois de Cuvilier or 
others. 


The artists of those days were fond 
of introducing into their designs musical 
instruments, trophies of all sorts, bows 
and arrows, ships, floral urns, the sun— 
and these motifs or cartouches, as they 
were called, helped to identify the lace. 
Winged sphinxes were said to be a fa- 
vorite device of the painter Berain; he 
used it, not only in lacé patterns, but 
also in designs for marquetry. These 
winged sphinxes form the central motif 
or cartouche of this particular piece of 
lace and are worked in at regular in- 
tervals, right along through the center 
of the flounce.. Up toward the topi one 
notices a chariot drawn by two horses. 
a triumphal car it is called, and a sort 
of canopy, regal in appearance, is sus- 
pended above it. 

Thig chariot, too, was a favorite motif 
of the court painter, Berain, and he 


often introduced it, also, into his sestane 
for marquetry, which another now fa- 
mous craftsman, Boulle, executed. Along 
in a line with the chariot is a ship, an- 
other favorite emblem of that period. 
Below the sphinxes may be seen:a row 
of formal trees In bloom or a floral urn 
with a crown supported by scrolls above 
it. 

Near the lower edge of the flounce is 
the peacock, a favorite motif of the art 
of those times. It is said to be a device 
of the Mgntbrun family, a member of 
which one Etienne Cherade, Compte do 
Montbrun, was secretary to the King, 
Louis XIV. Bowknots of floating rib- 
bons, scrolls, masks, leaves and flowers 
appear in great profusion, The needle- 
work is the finest, most delicate fmagin- 
able, exquisite in every detail. 

The edge of the flounce is finished 
off with a rather narrow scallop with 
floral urns or baskets and other motifs, 
designed, of course, on a much smaller 
scale than the cartouches above, but 
still beautifully clear cut and distinct. 
The background of it all is a delicate 
net of hexagonal mesh, with picoting,

HERMANN BANKER 
LOST $32,000 IN 
WAR STOCK DEALS 


Says Collapse of Market After 
Wilson’s Peace Note Dec. 18 
Wiped Him Out.

TURNS PROPERTY 


August Begemann Likely to 
Make Good Shortage; Has 


Not Been Arrested. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


Dispatch. 

HERMANN,. Mo., April 2.—August 
Begemann, former cashier of the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank =.iere, 
which was closed after the discovery 
that he was $32,000 short in his ac- 
counts, told today of the speculations 
in war stocks which, he said, caused 
his financial downfall. 

Begemann said that President Wil- 
sor’s peace note of Dec. 18 last, which 
caused the ‘‘leak’’ investigacion’§ in 
Washington and New York, came at i 
time when he was speculating in the 
stock of the International Paner Co. 
ana the Kennecott Copper Co., and 
that heavy declines in both stocks fol- 
lowed. His margins were wiped o®ut. 
and his investment of $82,000 of the 
bank’s money was a loss. The decline 
in the paper stock was from $0) to 
$39, and that of the copper stock from 
$57 to $41. 


Turns Over His Home. 
Begemann is free, has not been ar- 


rested, and no one here seems to dasirs 
that he should be arr@ted. He yecster- 
day deeded to the bank his home, which 
is said to have cost $20,000 and is -on- 
sidered the finest house in Hermann. 
His wife signed over her interest iii 
the house. Begemann also turned vver 
his one-third interest in the bank build- 
ing, his interest being valued ut $250. 
and his two automobiles. Begemann is 
45 years old, and has two children 
Two of his brothers are merchants 
here,,and both are considered wealthy. 
The general expectation seems to be 
that these brothers will hel» Begernanii 
to make up the difference between the 
value of his property and the amvutt 
of his shortage. Theodore Graf, presi- 
dent of the bank, says he believes the 
shortage will be fully made up, and 
that the bank will reopen in a few 
days. 

It developed yesterday that a $1,000 
bone given by Begemann as cashier ha! 
disappeared. Begemann said he 
the bond to President Graf, to be ap- 
proved by the directors. Graf says the 
bond was back .to Begeimana to 
be filed wita the bank's papers. 
Begemann said he could not profit by 
the destruction or disappearance of the 
bond, as he would have to make the 
entire shortage good with or without 
a bond. 

He said the loyalty of his wife kept 
him from taking his own life when the 
misappropriation of the funds was 
discovered. 

“When I broke the news to my wife,”’ 
he said, “I told her I must either do 
away with myself or go to prison, and 
that I could not endure the latter. 
“She told me we would give them: 
everything and start life over again. 
She would not leave me alone ever for sn 
moment, and when she signed the deed 
to our home, I determined to live an4 
make up to her as much as possible 
for what she had lost."’ 


How He Took Maney. 
Begeinann said he began speculating 


with the bank’s money last December 
He juggled the funds by issuing dupll. 
cate numbers of time deposits certifi- 
cates. If ‘‘B’’ made a time deposit of 
$500, his deposit was entered in the 
ledger, and he was given a certificate. 
with a serial number. When “C’’ fol. 
lowed him with a deposit for $500, he 
issued a certificate with the same num- 
ber as ‘“‘B’s’’ to “C,” but kept the 
money. Later he began taking money 
from open accounts, and transferring 
the shortage to new accounts as the 
old ones changed, or as customers 
ordered their pass books balanced. 
Yesterday, as the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent was taiking with Exam- 
iners in the bank, Begemann walked in 
at the.front door, shook hands with 
customers waiting in the lobby for in- 
formation of their accounts, then 
walked behind the railing and advised 
with the examiners on certain items of 
business they did not understand. 
Wher checked up short by the ex- 
aminer, Begemann made a full confes- 
sion and without attempting io exact 
any promise of immunity from prosecu- 
tion, he offered to make restitution to 
the extent of his troperty.

Greatest Response Ever Received 
by Evangelist, Says “Ma” 
Sunday. 


FLAG LEADS’ THE 


Evangelist Works Until His 
Arms Are Lame and Voice 
Almost Gone. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 2.—New York has 


started down Billy Sunday’s sawi«ust 
trail. Waving flags, shouting, and sitg- 
ing ““Onward, Christian Soldiers,”’ “Ii ld 
the Fort’? and other martial hymns, 
2100 nen and women responded last night 
to the evangelist’s first invitation for a 
better life. 

Nowhere in his career had Sunday 
ever received such a response to his 
call for converts as this town gave him. 
It outdid Philadelphia, Boston, Balti- 
more, Buffalo and Detroit by many 
hurdreds. Indeed, “Ma” Sunday: de- 
clared that, not only did this*throng of 
“trail-hitters’’ break all records for a 
first invitation, but she could not recall 
any day anywhere on which so many 
as 2,400 had come forward. 

When Billy had shaken the hands vf 
all these who went down the aisles 
he was nearly exhausted. His arms 
were lame, his voice was almost gone, 
his collar was wilted. But he was _ubi- 
lant and he had strength enough left 
to get to his platform again and say: 

‘New York, I’m proud of you. This 
night I’m proud of what you’ve shown 
for Christ. With such a _ beginning. 
what a hope you inspire Thank you 
and bless you, every one!’’ 


Stirring Spectacle. 
It was a stirring spectacle. But this 


record-breaking trail hitting does net 
mean that 2,400 sinful New Yorkers sud- 
denly decided to give up their moddJes 
of life and publicly pledge reform. Of 
those who thronged the aisies and 
formed into lines that were hustled past 
Sunday at the rate of about 100 a 
minute, probably four-fifths were ai- 
ready professing Christians, inembers 
of churches and Bible classes, who had 
come to the big wooden shed on Wash- 
ington Heights with the badges on 
their coats proclaiming their allegiance, 
who had sung and shouted for Chris- 
tianity throughout the evening and who 
had punctueted the evangelist’s sermon 
with their “amens” and “hallelujahs. ’ 

Here and there in the crowd were 
men, obviously not of that type, rough- 
looking individuals, who were >lainlv 
touched by Sunday’s sermon and sud- 
denly moved by his dramatic invitaiion. 
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paraded the downtown district yester- 
day. The boys were not in uniform, but

His Snappiest Meeting. 

it was at the end of the snappiest, 
liveliest meeting of the campaign that 
Billy extended his invitation. The ta- 
bernacle was overflowing with about 
2,000 persons. The Bible classes of New 
York, numbering 10,000 men, were there. 
The West End Presbyterian Clurch 
had a fife, drum and bugle corps in 
olive drab, which played patriotic mu- 
sic. A delegation from Flushing car- 
ried an immense silk American flag. 

Rodeheaver, the music leader, did te 
magician’s trick of turning three hand- 
Kkerchiefs of red, white and blue into a 
national banner. The whole audience 
sang “The Star Spangled Banner“ with 
a roar. What Sunday calls ‘“pepperino”’ 
literally radiated from the assemblage. 
And he was in splendid voice and fine 
acrobatic form. 

He preached upon the revival which 
Eiijah the Prophet conducted on Mount 
Carmel when he drew fire from heaven 
and declared that spiritual fire would 
descend upon New York if the city's 
people really wanted it. Suddenly he 
jumped to his chair and sprang from 
there to the table. ‘‘Do you want God's 
blessing on New York, on your 
churches, and your homes?’ he shout- 
ed, raising one arm and one foot. “Te! 
me, do you want it?’
